]s’txtl)r. Hadclitt read the majority’s 
reiKirt 
This report, which was ulti­ 
man Iv adopted, left the m atter to the 
din retioii of the New York presb ytery. 
Tht minority report, read b y Dr. Ben­ 
iamin U*wis Hob son of Chicago, made 
it mandatory upon the New York pres- 
b v tcrv to apiKUut a committee to coute 
with l)r. McGitlert aud if he wnmld 
neitm r modify his v iews nor iieaceab ly 
witiidraw from the church, 
proceed 
apmist him in accordance wdth the pn)- 
v iMuns of the constitution of 
the 
chnri'hes. That would hav e iiieaut a 
htiif.y trial. 
Before taking up the de­ 
b atí* the whole assemb ly v oted for the 
pp amb le on which all agreed. From 
thm fxeiie of unanimity the aspect was 
goim cliaiigert to one of tum ult 
The 
preamb le w'as frequently spoken of as a 
m.iKuiheeiit new coufesadou of faith, a 
doeirinal deliv erance that the Presb y­ 
terian ehurch is still theologically sound 
ic the core. The preamb le follows in 


full;lu reference to ov ertures Nos. 131 to 
laii inchmiv e aud ov erture 223, resixxd- 
in^ the teachings ot the Rev . A. C. Mc­ 
Gill ert. D. D., and also in reference to 
commv inu atioii No. 140 b eing the reply 
of the Rev . A. C. McGitfert, D. D., to 
the deliv erance of the a.ssemb ly of 18 98 , 
the euinmittee on b ills aud ov ertures 
wi.ttld report as follows: 
lurtsmiicli as the general assemb ly of 
185'!^, “in the spirit of kindness, no less 
than in dev otion to the truth,” couu- 
iiclled Dr. McGiffert to reconsider ques­ 
tionab le v iews set forth in a b ook en­ 
titled “ A History of Christianity In the 
Apu-tolic Age,’’ and in his failure to 
couiorm his v iews to the standards of 
our eiuireh.to peaceab ly withdraw from 
the l^esb yteriau ministry, aud, inas­ 
much as the general assemb ly of 18 99 
has receiv ed a communication from the 
Rtv . A. C. McGiffert, D. D., iu which 
he siys “the action of the assemb ly as 
Well as the ov erture from the presb y­ 
tery of Pittsb urg upon which that action 
was b ased, make it ev ident that many 
of my positions, together with the 
spmt and purpose of my b txik asa 
whole, hav e b een seriously misappre­ 
hended. Such misappreheusion 1 sin­ 
cerely ri'gret and I wish here emphatic­ 
ally fo repudiate the false constructions 
that hav e b een placed upon my b ook in 
many (quarters. So far as my v iews ^ e 
concerned they hav e b een and remain, 
as I b i'liev e, in aoconi with the faith of 
the Presb yterian church’s aud ev an­ 
gelical christeudom in all v ital and es- 
b emial matters.” 
The assemb ly notes the repudiation 
b y Dr. McGiffert of the interpretation 
pLv cd upon his utterances in said b ook 
as Ih ing not in accord with the stand- 
ariL (>i our church aud his assertion of 
<ie\oiiouto the truth and his concern 
for ine welfare of the church and while 
accepting the same as sincere the as- 
seinb .y nev ertheless reasserts its deliv ­ 
erance of 1H98, condemning the state- 
mcuis of said b ook as b eing such as to 
]u>tity tl^ interpretation so repudiated. 
And 111 regard to fundamental d(x;trines 
01 our churches inv olv ed in this mat- 
icr, tills assemb ly solemnly declares: 
Y H S t— it is a fundamental doctrine of 
the 
ord ot God and the Confession of 
t il th, that the Holy Spirit did so con- 
ti'*'-the inspired writers* iu their com* 
Po^Ulou of the Holy Scriptures as to 
®iiKt the^ statements ab solutely truth- 
ftii. liiat is free from error when inter- 
pMcd iu their natural and intended 
8 1'iisi. All seeming discrepancies and 
teiiiradictious iu the Bib le are to b e re- 
fern d to the limitations upon human 
» n<tw]edge. To hold that Holy Scrip- 
ttiru> are in any respect historically in- 
acc-urate is to oppose the teaching of

chapter 1, section 4, 
^hiuh declares that “ the authority of 
the Holy Scriptures for which it ought 
H I ^Yiev ed and ob eyed, dependeth 
^■huily upon God, the author thereof, 
ano lü erefore it is to b e receiv ed b ecause

Olid—It is a fundamental doctrine 
01 tue Word of God and the Confession 
ot i aitu that “The Son of God, the sec-

Fourth—It is also a fuudaniental doc­ 
trine of the Wor<l of Gtxi aud the Con- 
fes.sion of Faith that Gixi justified men 
“ b y imputing the olx^dience and satis­ 
faction ot Christ to them, they receiv ­ 
ing and resting upon him and his right­ 
eousness b y faith, which faitli they hav e 
not in themselv es; it is the gift of Gc^. 
Faith, thus receiv ing aud resting iu 
Christ and His righteousness,is the alone 
instrument ot justification,’’ any teach­ 
ing which iu any way modifies or b e­ 
littles the essential act and exclu.siv e 
necessity of faith in human salv ation is 
mischiev ous, dishonoring to the Word 
and sacrifice of Jesus Christ. 
This assemb ly eujoiiis upou all ses­ 
sions aud presb yteries loyally to defend 
and protect these fandamental doc­ 
trines of this confessional church.

This report, which was ulti­ 
mately adopted, left the m atter to the 
discretion of the New York presbytery. 
The minority report, read by Dr. Ben­ 
iamin Lewis Hobson of Chicago, made 
it mandatory upon the New York pres­ 
bytery to appoint a committee to conte 
with Dr. McGiffert and if he would 
neither modify his views nor peaceably 
withdraw from the church, proceed 
ain I ast him in accordance w ith the pro­ 
visions of the constitution of 
the 
churches. That would have meant a 
heresy trial. 
Before taking up the de­ 
bate the whole assembly voted for the 
preamble on which all agreed. From 
tins scene of unanimity the aspect was 
soon changed to one of tum ult 
The 
preamble was frequently spoken of as a 
magnificent new confession of faith, a 
doc trinal deliverance that the Presby­ 
terian church is still theologically sound 
to the core. The preamble follows in 
full:In reference to overtures Nos. 131 to 
139 inclusive aud overture 223, respect­ 
ing the teaching's of the Rev. A. O. Mc- 
Gifiert, D. D., and also in reference to 
communication No. 140 being the reply 
of the Rev. A. C. McGiffert, D. D., to 
the deliverance of the assembly of 1898, 
the committee on bills and overtures 
would report as follows: 
Inasmuch as the general assembly of 
18s»>\ “in the spirit of kindness, no less 
than in devotion to the truth,” coun­ 
selled Dr. McGiffert to reconsider ques­ 
tionable views set forth in a book en­ 
titled “ A History of Christianity In the 
Apes tolio Age,” and in his failure to 
conform his views to the standards of 
our church, to peaceably withdraw from 
the Presbyterian ministry, aud, inas­ 
much as the general assembly of 1899 
ha." received a communication from the 
Rev. A. C. McGiffert, D. D., in which 
he Niys “the action of the assembly as 
well as the overture from the presby­ 
tery of Pittsburg upon which that action 
wa." based, make it evident that many 
of my positions, together with the 
spirit and purpose of my book aaa 
whole, have been seriously misappre­ 
hended. Such misapprehension I sin­ 
cerely re gret and I wish here emphatic­ 
ally to repudiate the false constructions 
that have been placed upon my book in 
many quarters. So far as my views are 
concerned they have been and remain, 
as I believe, in accord with the faith of 
the Presbyterian church’s and evan­ 
gelical christendom in all vital and es­ 
sential matters.” 
The assembly notes the repudiation 
by Dr. McGiffert of the interpretation 
placed upon his utterances in said book 
as being not in accord with the stand­ 
ard of our church and his assertion of 
devotion tp the truth and his concern 
for tbc welfare of the church and while 
accepting the same as sincere .the as­ 
soin tov nevertheless reasserts its deliv­ 
erance of, 1898, condemning the state­ 
ments of said book as being such as to 
justify tty; interpretation so repudiated. 
Ami in regard to fundamental doctrines 
of our churches involved in this mat­ 
ter, tins assembly solemnly declares: 
I n st—it is a fundamental doctrine of 
the W ord of God and the Confession of 
l a th. that the Holy Spirit did so con 
trot t he inspired writers* in their com­ 
posit iou of the Holy Scriptures as to 
maKi their statements absolutely truth­ 
ful, that is free from error when inter­ 
preted in their natural and intended 
sense.

he Holy Scriptures for which it ought

believed and obeyed, dependeth 
^huiiy upon God, the author thereof, 
na t uerefore it is to be received because 
the word of God.” 
"-Cl. end—It is a fundamental doctrine 
oi the Word of God and the Confession 
w r aud that “The Son of God, the sec-

M i n n e a p o l i s , May 26.— The case of 
jfrv Dr. .Arthur 0 . McGiffert, professor 
cf church history in Union Theological 
seminary, was placed in the hands of 
the presbytery of New York by the 
eelier ii assembly of the Presbyterian 
church, after a tum ultuous and some­ 
times personal debate, “ for such dis­ 
position as in its judgm ent the peace of 
church aud the purity of the doctrine 
may require,” thus as hoped avoiding 
a heresy trial. 
When the bills and overtures commis* 
mom report was announced by Vice 
M igrator Dr. L. Y. G raham , a pro­ 
found silence fell over the assembly, 
and the packed galleries. 
Dr. Wallace 
Radcliff of W ashington, chairm an of 
th< committee, took the speaker’s plat­ 
form and read first th at part of the re­ 
port on which all mem bers of the com­ 
mittee agreed. 
It was a review of the 
case, aud the statem ent of four funda­ 
mental doctrines of the church which 
Dr. McGiffert’s “ History of Christianity 
in the Apostolic Age” is held to deny. 
Next Dr. Radcliff read the m ajority’s 
report. This report, w hich was u lti­ 
mately adopted, left the m atter to the 
discretion of the New York presbytery. 
The minority report, read by Dr. Ben­ 
jamin Lewis Hobson of Chicago, made 
it mandatory upon the New York pres­ 
bytery to appoint a comm ittee to conte 
with Dr. McGiffert and if he would 
Definer modify his views nor peaceably 
withdraw from the church, 
proceed 
agi iast him in accordance w ith the pro­ 
visions of the constitution of 
the 
churches. That would have m eant a 
heresy trial. 
Before taking up the de­ 
bate the whole assembly voted for the 
preamble on which all agreed. 
From 
this scene of unanim ity the aspect was 
soou changed to one of tum ult 
The 
preamble was frequently spoken of as a 
magnificent new confession of faith, a 
doctrinal deliverance th at the Presby­ 
terian church is still theologically sound 
to the core. 
The preamble follows in 
full: 
In reference to overtures Nos. 131 to 
139 inclusive aud overture 223, respect­ 
ing the teachings of the Rev. A. (J. Mc­ 
Gill en. D. D., aud also in reference to 
communication No. 140 being the reply 
of the Rev. A. C. McGiffert, D. D., to 
the deliverance of the assembly of 1898, 
th* committee on bills aud overtures 
would report as follows: 
Inasmuch as the general assem bly of 
1&9H, “in the spirit of kindness, no less 
than in devotion to the tru th ,” coun­ 
selled Dr. McGiffert to reconsider ques­ 
tionable views set forth in a book en­ 
titled “ A History of Christianity In the 
Apostolic Age,” and in his failure to 
comorni his view’s to the standards of 
our church, to peaceably w ithdraw from 
the Presbyterian m inistry, aud, inas­ 
much as the general assembly of 1899 
ha> received a communication from the 
Rev. A. C. M cGiffert, D. D., in which 
he says “the action of the assembly as 
well as the overture from the presby­ 
tery of Pittsburg upon which th at action 
was based, make it evident th at m any 
of my positions, together w ith the 
spirit and purpose of my book as a 
whole, have been seriously m isappre­ 
hended. Such m isapprehension I sin­ 
cerely regret and I wish here em phatic­ 
ally to repudiate the false constructions 
that have been placed upon m y book in i 
many quarters. 
So far as my views are 
concerned they have been and remain, 
ap I believe, in accord w ith the faith of 
the Presbyterian church’s and evan­ 
gelical christendom in all vital and es­ 
sential m atters.” 
Hie assembly notes the repudiation 
by Dr. McGiffert of the interpretation 
placed upon his utterances in said book 
as being not in accord w ith the stand­ 
ard)- ut our church and his assertion of 
devotion to the tru th and his concern 
for tne welfare of the church and while 
accepting the same as sincere the as­ 
sembly nevertheless reasserts its deliv­ 
erance of 1898, condemning the state­ 
ment of saki book as being such as to 
justify tl^e interpretation so repudiated. 
And rn regard to fundam ental doctrines 
of our churches involved in this m at­ 
ter. tins assembly solemnly declares: 
,t fiat—-It is a fundam ental doctrine of

thereof, yet without sin. 
So that two 
whole perfect aud distinct natures, the 
God head and the manhood, were in­ 
separably joined together iu one person 
without conversion, composition or con­ 
fusion.” 
It is also a fundamental doc­ 
trine that “The Lord Jesus, in His hu­ 
man nature, thus united to the Divine 
was sanctified and aunoiuted with the 
Holy Spirit above measure; having in 
him all the treasures of wisdom and 
knowledge; in whom it pleased the 
Father that all fullness should dwell.” 
(Confession, chapter viii, sections 2 
and 3. > 
These doctrines of the Confession for­ 
bid any teaching respecting the Lord 
Jesus which would attribute to Him in 
any particular liability to error. 
Third—It is also a fundamental doc­ 
trine of the Word of God and the Con­ 
fession of Faith that our Lord Jesus in 
the night wherein Ile was betrayed, in­ 
stituted the sacrament of his body and 
blood, called the Lord’s Supiier, to be 
observed in His church unto the end of 
the world, aud further, that “the Lord 
Jesus hath, in this ordinance, appointed 
His ministers to declare |His word of in­ 
stitution (o the people, to pray and bless 
the elements of bread and wine, etc. 
No teaching which declares that the 
Lord’s Supper was instituted iii any 
other manner than by the direct per­ 
sonal act of the Lord Jesus is in har­ 
mony with the truth of the Holy Scrip­ 
tures, or loyal to the person of Jesus 
Christ. 
Fourth—It is also a fundamental doc­ 
trine of the Word of God aud the Con­ 
fession of Faith that God justified men 
“by imputing the obedience aud satis­ 
faction of Christ to them, they receiv­ 
ing and resting upon him and his right­ 
eousness by faith, which faith they have 
not in themselves; it is the gift of God. 
Faith, thus receiving aud resting in 
Christ aud His righteousness,is the alone 
instrument of justification,” any teach­ 
ing which in any way modifies or be­ 
littles the essential act and exclusive 
necessity of faith in human salvation is 
mischievous, dishonoring to the Word 
and sacrifice of Jesus Christ. 
This assembly enjoins upon all ses­ 
sions and presbyteries loyally to defend 
and protect these fundamental doc­ 
trines of this confessional church.

Inntrarta HU People That Amnae- 
■uentM Are .Not Inherently Evil. 
The Right Rev. George F. Seymour, 
b ishcp of the diocese of Springfield, 
Ills., has just put through the press at 
Champaign. 
Ills., 
for 
distrib ution 
among the parishes in his diocese, a 
pamphlet on “ Amusements In'T heir 
Relation to Religion.” The b ishop says: 
It is not necessarily wrong to sing, to 
laugh, to make merry with our friends, 
to play games. These things may b e 
wrong b ecause we make them wrong, 
b nt in themselves they are not wrong.” 
In summing up the case of dancing, he 
says: 
“ Dancing is not inherently evil any 
more than money is or the drama is or 
music is. It may b e, and often is, 
ab used. There are lascivious dances, anc 
there are b ad people who dance, anc 
there are occasions when one ought not 
to dance. So precisely are there lewd 
songs and improper plays and vile pur 
poses to which money is put, b ut these 
are not arguments against the legiti­ 
mate use of music or the drama or 
money. So precisely with dancing: it 
comes under the same category, an(^ 
one can no more consistently condemn 
dancing than he can condemn money 
or music or the drama. 
“ As regards the clergy in their rela 
tion to the theater and dancing anc 
aniusenients generally,” says the b ish­ 
op, ‘‘we are heartily in sympathy with 
St. Paul, who says, ‘All things are law­ 
ful for men, hut all things are not ex­ 
pedient. ' ‘Holy things for holy men,’ is 
the safe, sound principle. The theater 
is ordinarily no place for the priest of 
Christ, not b ecause it is indecent c)i 
lewd or immoral, for if it b e such it is 
no place for any one, b ut b ecause it is 
nnsuited to his vocation who ministers 
the sacraments and whose offices are 
needed b y the b edside of the sick at the 
hour of death and b y the open grave. 
For the same reason.s the priest ought 
to take no part in the social dance. It 
is not b efitting the dignity and sob riety 
which b ecome him who preaches the 
b lessed gospel and celeb rates the holy 
eucharist. Our plea is not for the thea­ 
ter or dancing or amusements, b ut for 
the young, that they may not b e misled 
as to the distinction b etween good and 
evil and so plunge recklessly into sin, 
and for our people that they may not 
have their moral vision confused and so 
lose their way b etween right 
and 
wrong.’’—Special St. LouisGlob e-Dem- 
ocrat.

The Right Rev. George F. Seymour, 
bishop of the diocese of Springfield, 
Ills., has just put through the press at 
Champaign. 
Ills., 
for 
distribution 
among the parishes in bis diocese, a 
pamphlet on “ Amusements In "Their 
Relation to Religion. ” The bishop says: 
‘‘It is not necessarily wrong to sing, to 
laugh, to make merry with our friends. 
to play games. 
These things may be 
wrong because we make them wrong, 
but in themselves they are not wrong.” 
In summing up the case of dancing, be 
says: 
‘‘Dancing is not inherently evil any 
more tban money is or the drama is or 
mnsic is. 
It may be, and often is. 
abused. There are lascivious dances, and 
there are bad people who dance, and 
there are occasions when one ought not 
to dance. 
So precisely are there lewd 
songs and improper plays and vile pur 
poses to which money is pot, bat these 
are not arguments against the legiti­ 
mate use of mnsic or the drama or 
money. 
So precisely with dancing; it 
comes under the same category, and 
one can no more consistently condemn 
dancing than he can condemn money 
or music or the drama. 
“ As regards the clergy in their rela­ 
tion to the theater and dancing and 
amusements generally,” says the bish­ 
op, “ we are heartily in sympathy with 
St. Paul, who says, ‘AU things are law­ 
ful for men, but all things are not ex­ 
pedient. ’ ‘Holy things for holy m en,’ is 
the safe, sound principle. The theater 
is ordinarily no place for the priest of 
Christ, not because it is indecent OI 
lewd or immoral, for if it be such it is 
no place for any one, but because it is 
unsuited to his vocation who ministers 
the sacraments and whose offices are 
needed by the bedside of the sick at the 
hour of death and by the open grave. 
For the same reasons the priest ought 
to take no part in the social dance. 
It 
is not befitting the dignity and sobriety 
which become him who preaches the 
blessed gospel and celebrates the holy 
eucharist. Our plea is not for the thea­ 
ter or dancing or amusements, but for 
the young, that they may not be misled 
as to the distinction between good and 
evil and so plunge recklessly into sin, 
and for oar people that they may not 
lave their moral vision confused and so 
ose their way between right 
and 
wrong. ” —Special St. Louis Globe-Dem­

This report, which was u lti­ 
mately adopted, left the m atter to the 
discretion of the N ew York presbytery. 
The minority report, read by Dr. Ben­ 
jamin Lewis Hobson of Chicago, made 
it mandatory upon the N ew York pres­ 
bytery to appoint a com m ittee to conte 
with Dr. McGiffert aud if he would 
neit m r modify his view s nor peaceably 
withdraw from the church, 
proceed

I hat would have meant a 
heresy trial. 
Before taking up the de­ 
batet he whole assem bly voted for the 
ne amble on which all agreed. 
From 
this scene of unanim ity the aspect was 
soon changed to one of tum ult 
The 
preamble was frequently spoken of as a 
magnificent new confession of faith, a 
doctrinal deliverance that the Presby­ 
terian church is still theologically sound 
to the core. 
The preamble follow s iii 
full: 
In reference to overtures Nos. 131 to 
13! inclusive aud overture 223, respect­ 
ing tin* teachings oi the Rev A. G. Mc­ 
Gill ort, D. P., and also in reference to 
communication No. 140 being the reply 
of the Rev. A. C. M cGiffert, D. D., to 
the deliverance of the assem bly of 1898, 
the committee on bills and overtures 
would report as follows: 
Inasmuch as the general assem bly of 
189b, “iii the spirit of kindness, no less 
than iii devotion to the truth.” coun­ 
selled Dr. McGiffert to reconsider ques­ 
tionable views set forth in a book en­ 
tity d “ A History of Christianity In the 
Apostolic Age,” and in his failure to 
conform his view s to the standards of 
our church, to peaceably withdraw from 
the Presbyterian m inistry, aud, inas­ 
much as the general assembly of 1899 
has received a com m unication from the 
Rev. A. C. M cGiffert, D. D., in which 
he says “the action of the assem bly as 
well as the overture from the presby­ 
tery el Pittsburg upon w hich that action 
wa!- based, make it evident that many 
of my positions, together with the 
spirit and purpose of my book as a 
whole, have been seriously misappre­ 
hended. 
Such misapprehension I sin­ 
cerely regret and I w ish here em phatic­ 
ally to repudiate the false constructions 
that have been placed upon my book in 
many quarters. 
So far as my view s are 
concerned they have been and remain, 
as I believe, in accord w ith the faith of 
the Presbyterian church’s and evan­ 
gelical christendom in all vital and es­ 
sential matters.” 
The assembly notes the repudiation 
by I )r. McGiffert of the interpretation 
placed upon his utterances in said book 
as k ing not in accord w ith the stand­ 
is h ut our church and his assertiou of 
devotion ty the truth and his concern 
for toe welfare of the church and while 
acct ft mg the same as sincere tho as* 
solubly nevertheless reasserts its deliv­ 
erance of 1898, condem ning the state­ 
ments of *aid book as being such as to 
justify tty; interpretation so repudiated. 
And in regard to fundam ental doctrines 
of our churches involved in this m at­ 
ter, tins assembly solem nly declares: 
I a si—it is a fundam ental doctrine of 
th* \s ord of t rod and the Confession of 
I ‘‘ th, that the Holy Spirit did so coa- 
troi tho inspired writers’ in their com- 
P inion of the Holy Scriptures as to 
niuk their statem ents absolutely trutti­

.\11 seem ing discrepancies and 
lr adlet ions in the Bible are to be re­ 
w e d to the lim itations upon human 
wh dge. 
To hold that Holy Scrip- 
lU! , s areiu any respect historically in ­ 
d u ra te is to oppose the teaching of 
I'on legion, chapter I, section 4, 
^hivh din hires that “ the authority of 
Holy Scriptures for which it ought 
rn be believed aud obeyed, depemieth 
wholly upon God, the author thereof, 
■b i therefore it is to be received because 
the word of G od.” 
oud—It is a fundam ental doctrine 
J* the Word of God aud the Confession 
w * ann that “The Son of God. the sec­ 


ond person rn tne m in ty , tieing very 
aud eternal God of one substance, and 
equal to the Father, did, when the full­ 
ness of time was come, take upon Him 
m an’s nature, with all the essential 
properties 
aud commem 
infirmities 
thereof, yet without siu. 
So that two 
whole perfect aud distinct natures, the 
God head and the manhood, were in­ 
separably joined together in one person 
without conversion, composition or con­ 
fusion.” 
It is also a fundamental doc­ 
trine that “The Lord Jesus, in His hu­ 
man nature, thus united to the Divine 
was sanctified and annotated with the 
Holy Spirit above measure; having in 
him all the treasures of wisdom and 
knowledge; in whom it pleased the 
Father that all fullness should dw ell.” 
(C onfession, chapter riii, sections 2 
and 3.) 
These doctrines of the Confession for­ 
bid any teaching respecting the Lord 
Jesus which would attribute to Him in 
any particular liability to error. 
Third—It is also a fundamental doc­ 
trine of the Word of God and the Con­ 
fession of Faith that our Lord Jesus in 
the night wherein Ile was betrayed, in­ 
stituted the sacrament of his body and 
blood, called the Lord's Supper, to be 
observed in His church unto the end of 
the world, and further, that “the Lord 
Jesus hath, in this ordinance, appointed 
His ministers to declare JHis word of in ­ 
stitution fo the people, to pray and bless 
the elem ents of bread aud wine, etc, 
No teaching which declares that the 
Lord’s Supper was instituted in any 
other manner than by the direct per­ 
sonal act of the Lord Jesus is iii har­ 
mony with the truth of the Holy Scrip­ 
tures, or loyal to the person of Jesus 
Christ. 
Fourth—It is also a fundamental doc­ 
trine of the Word of God aud the Con­ 
fession of Faith that God justified men 
“ by im puting the obedience aud satis­ 
faction of Christ to them, they receiv­ 
ing and resting upon him and his right­ 
eousness by faith, which faith they have 
not in themselves; it is the gift of God. 
Faith, thus receiving and resting in 
Christ aud His righteousness,is the alone 
instrum ent of justification,’ any teach­ 
ing which in any way modifies or be­ 
littles the essential act and exclusive 
necessity of faith iii human salvation is 
mischievous, dishonoring to the Word 
and sacrifice of Jesus Christ. 
This assembly enjoins upou all ses­

The Right Rev. George F. Seymour, 
bishop of the diocese of Springfield, 
fils., has just put through the press at 
Champaign. 
Ills., 
for 
distribution 
among the parishes in his diocese, a 
pamphlet on “ Amusements In ' Their 
Relation to Religion. ” The bishop says: 
“ It is not necessarily wrong to sing, to 
laugh, to make merry with our friends, 
to play games. 
These things may be 
wrong because we make them wrong, 
but in themselves they are not wrong.’ 
Iu summing up the case of dancing, he 
says: 
“ Dancing is not inherently evil any 
more than money is or the drama is or 
music is. 
It may be, and often is, 
abused. There are lascivious dances, and 
there are bad people who dance, and 
there are occasions when one ought not 
to dance. 
So precisely are there lewd 
songs aud improper plays and vile p u r­ 
poses to which money is put, but these 
are not arguments against the legiti­ 
mate use of music or the drama or 
money. 
So precisely with dancing; it 
comes under the same category, and 
one can no more consistently condemn 
dancing than he can condemn money 
or music or the drama. 
“ As regards the clergy in their rela­ 
tion to the theater and dancing and 
amusements generally.” says the bish­ 
op, “ we are heartily in sympathy with 
St. Paul, who says, ‘All things are law­ 
ful for men, but all things are not ex­ 
pedient. ’ ‘Holy things for holy m en,’ is 
the safe, sound principle. The theater 
is ordinarily no place for the priest of 
Christ, not because it is indecent of 
lewd or immoral, for if it be such it is 
no place for any one, but because it is 
unsuited to his vocation who ministers 
the sacraments and whose offices are 
needed by the bedside of the sick at the 
hour of death and by the open grave. 
For the same reasons the priest ought 
to take no part in the social dance. 
It 
is not befitting the dignity and sobriety 
which become him who preaches the 
blessed gospel and celebrates the holy 
eucharist. Our plea is not for the thea­ 
ter or dancing or amusements, but for 
the young, that they may not be misled 
as to the distinction between good and 
evil and so plunge recklessly into sin. 
and for oar people that they may not 
have their moral vision confused and so 
lose their way between 
right 
and 
wrong.” —Special St. Louis Globe-Dem-
